(h) Though a flood control scheme may be approved by the State 
Flood Control Board and by the Central Government for the purposes 
of a loan, it can be executed only aftei it is administratively sanctioned 
by the State Government after examining the financial aspect Such 
examination had not been made in this case before the list of Flood 
Control Schemes was sent to the Government of India for approval, 
The examination was taken up after the Government of India s approval 
to the two schemes was received It was then found that (1) the Reser 
voir Scheme was primarily an Irrigation Scheme and that the financial 
return even as an irrigation scheme was not adequate (2) its value as a 
flood mode ating scheme was not much as it tackled the waters flowing 
from only 2/7ths of the total catchment area of the river and contrary 
to the general belief, it would not have any appreciable effect on the 
large problem of Collair lake Submersion (3) the Budameru Diversion 
Scheme which costs only 37 lakhs as against the I 2 crores of the 
Reservoir Scheme is able to dispose of a large portion of the waters 
from the 2/7th catchment and the additional flood moderation benefit 
secured by the Reservoir is totally incommensurate with the expenditure 
involved For the above reasons the Government have sanctioned the 
Diversion Scheme, and are further examining the question of taking up 
the reservoir scheme 

The Government also propose to investigate the problem of 
Collair lake submersion comprehensively in all us aspects so that 
amelioration measures may be carefully planned and taken up

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II STATEMENT BY THE CHIEF MINISTER ON THE SPEECH 
OF SRI C SUBRAHMANYAM, FINANCE MINISTER. MADRAS, 
ON THE BORDER ISSUE 

THE HON DR B GOPALA REDDI -Mr Speaker Sir, I 
have seen the Press reports m question I am not sure whether my 
friend the leader of the Madras Assembly has been correctly reported 
regarding some of the observations attributed to him I fear there has 
been some misunderstanding As you are aware Sir there have been 
some discussions and negotiations on this border issue with the Madras 
Government for sometime We did make some progress, but full 
agreement could not be reached The Chief Minister of Madras wrote 
to me on the 6th of April 1956 suggesting that we should resume the 
discussions from where they were left off in November 1955 We con 
sidered the matter very carefully but had to take into account the 
subsequent developments regarding realignment of States throughout 
the greater part of the country and we had to take noie of the fact that 
similar boundry issues exist, or will arise, not only in our soutlem 
border but on other borders of the future Andhra Pradesh We felt 
that It would be extremely difficult to justify to public opinion in our 
State the settlement of the Madras Andhra boundry alone on a particu 
lar basis, if that basis was not applicable to the other borders of this 
State as well It is only for that reason that we informed the Govern- 
ment of India that it would be desirable for them to formulate uniform 
principles to settle all such boundry issues I wrote to the Chief Minis- 
ter of Madras on the 20th June informing him of our view point and 
also sent him a copy of our official letter to the Government of India 
The reference m our Governor s address to this issue merely explamed 
the stand we had taken, and that too after more than six weeks since 
the Governmet of Madras had been informed of our attitude After 
my letter of the 20th June 1 did not receive any further communication 
from the Chief Minister of Madras to suggest that the Madras Govern 
ment still wished to have discussions with us at this stage It is there 
fore clear Sir, that we have not exceeded the bounds of inter State 
propriety or sprung any surprise on the Madras Government We 
shall of course, be only too glad to re-examine the matter further in 
the light of the reply that we may receive from the Government of 
India We are most anxious to have this border issue with Madras 
settled as quickly and amicably as possible and have already recognised 
that a controversy in public will not smoothed matters If the Govern 
ment of India lay down general principles then a mutually satisfactory 
solution by negotiation or arbitration should not prove difficult

SRI B V SUBBA REDDI - Mr Speaker, Sir I rise to 
support the resolution before the House I am sure not only myself, 
not only Hon Members representing Hanjan interests m this House but 
all those Hon Members who are interested m the welfare of the Hanjans 
and in improving their living and sanitary conditions will certainly 
support this resolution Sir I do not propose to make a lengthy speech 
on this subject Sir the present policy of the Government in the matter 
of disposing of applications for house sues for Hanjans involves a very 
laborious process and inordinate delay That is well known to all 
Sn Visweswara Rao while speaking on the resolution quoted an instance 
where there was a delay of seven years Sir, I would bnng to the notice 
of the Government another instance where there has been a delay of 
fourteen years As far as I know an application was made by some of 
the Hanjans in Koilkuntla as long as 1942 for allotting a waste land 
owned by the District Board which was used as a playground once but 
since abandoned The District Board also passed a resolution in 1942 
Itself saying that they had absolutely no objection for giving over th6 
land to Government Government of course asked the Hanjans to pay 
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Rs 6 or Rs 7 each for every cent of land It is now 13 years since they 
paid the amount and so far the land has not been acquired nor has it 
been parcelled out among the Hanjans I do not know how many such 
instances there are in which Government have been taking so much 
time I only request Government to see that all such applications are 
quickly disposed of and evolve a scheme for speedy process of land 
acquisition and quick disposal of applications Thank you, Sir
